nal conquerors, and establish peace, It 
was Father Lacombe who during the 
rebellion of 1885, the revolt whieh 
headed by Louis. Riel, threatened to 
bring disaster to British and Canadian 
arms, used his influence to keep the 
Flack Feet Indians from participation in 
the conflict, Afierwards be made a 
tour of the east with three of the Black 
Feet chiefs. 

In a now almost forgotten past he 
ranged over the western plains, living a 
life Milled with dramatic incident and 
interest, winning the love and une hans- 
ing devotion of the tribes, and teaching 
to the Indians the arts of peace. 

In the opening up of W estern Can. 
ada as a home for the while man, Fath- 
er Lacombe played a not insisnifleayt 
| part. He was brought into contact with 
the pioneers of commercial develop- 
ment—Lord Strathcona, Sir William
